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CRANKCASE INSULATION 


Question: Do You Recommend Insulating Crankcase Pans and 


Valve Cover Plates to Cut Cold Weather Sludge ? 


Oil Company Engineers...in general, recommend some 
method of crankcase insulation when stop and go fleets ex- 
perience unusual amounts of sludge in cold weather months. 
It is suggested, however, that all other temperature regu- 
lating factors be considered first. Careful selection of oil, 
too, is of prime importance in keeping down crankcase 
formation.

“Any insulating material can be used for this purpose and 
one that has been quite effective and is very easy to apply 
is regular undercoating, that is being used today to insulate 
in the under-carriage against squeaks, rusting, etc. 

“The use of crankcase pan and valve cover plate insula- 
tion will help to keep engine temperatures up high enough 
so that crankcase oil contaminants can be purged from the 
engine through the exhaust, providing, of course, that there 
is adequate crankcase ventilation. 

“In addition we would point out, that some oils are very 


much better than others in minimizing low temperature sludg- 
ing. Consequently, fleet operators should be sure to use an 
oil that is known to have ability to minimize low tempera- 
ture sludging. Many heavy duty oils are successful in 
eliminating high temperature sludge and varnish deposits 
but are ineffective in minimizing low temperature sludging. 
We think this is a very important matter and in addition to 
recommending that the fleet operator follow good main- 
tenance practices such as those outlined above, he should 
realize that the selection of the right type of oil can further 
aid in eliminating low temperature sludge deposits encoun- 
tered in stop and go operations.” 


“We have recommended 
insulating crankcase pans 
and valve cover plates in 
order to raise oil tempera- 
tures to improve lubrication 
and reduce the cold crank- 
case sludge problem. 

“There are two general 
ways which are usually fol- 
lowed in insulating the pans and valve cover plates. The 
first and easiest method of application is to use one of the 
common asbestos type insulating materials which can be 
mixed with water and applied as a paste. The procedure 
for preparation when using this method is to use metal lathe 
which can be anchored under a few of the pan bolts or

through the cover plate cap screws and the insulating mate- 
rial applied with a trowel to approximately a half an inch 
thick. 

“A more durable method of insulating the pans is to form 
an auxiliary pan from 20-gage sheet iron, making this 
auxiliary pan about 34 in. larger at all points than the regu- 
lar oil pan and supporting this pan to the crankcase by lugs 
usually four or six, depending upon the size of the engine and 
placing an asbestos type insulating material on the inside 
of the auxiliary pan. In making a more durable insulation 
cover for the valve cover plates, light-gage iron is formed 
and spot welded on to the original valve cover plates so that 
about a half inch of space exists between the original plates 
and the auxiliary plates. This space can be filled with an 
asbestos type insulating material. 

“The above methods are our usual suggestion; however, 
the individual operating companies usually have ideas which 
may be better suited to their particular conditions, and they 
vary their method of insulation to suit their particular prob- 
lems. The important thing in insulating is to keep the oil in 
the crankcase when under operation above 130 deg F: and 
below approximately 250 deg F. The insulation should be 
put on in such a way that when the cold operating periods 
no longer exist that it is not a major operation to remove 
the insulation from the pans so that normal operating con- 
ditions will exist.”

Corp. ment and the performance 
of the oil, for no oil performs any better than the mechanical 
condition of the equipment and the manner in which the 
equipment operates will permit. In insulating the crankcase 
and valve cover compartments, an attempt is made to equalize 
temperatures. By having no cold spots in the motor, the 
vapors from combustion that get by the piston rings should 
be pulled out of the crankcase by the ventilating system. 
By having a cold spot in the engine, they will be condensed 
to a liquid, either water or gasoline, which causes the many 
ills as previously mentioned. The writer has seen cases 
where he has had to have installed a metal deflector between 
the fan and the engine so as, during the winter, to keep the 
cold blast of air from the fan from coming in contact with 
the motor. Internal combustion engines are heat engines, 
and it takes a lot of heat for them to perform satisfactorily. 
In addition, I have seen cases where removal of some, or 
even all, of the fan blades was necessary so as to deliberately 


make the motor run hotter. In most cases, the fan belt 
drives the generator; and in cases where this is not done, 
removal of the fan belt serves the same purpose.” 


“Crankcase insulation 
may in some cases be a 
help in increasing oil tem- 
perature, but it is doubtful 
if it is of much benefit in 
very cold weather when 
there is an insulating layer 
of thick oil formed on the inside of the oil pan. The 
insulation also tends to become oil soaked and loses its 
effectiveness.” 


Insulation Has a 
Doubtful Value

“T don’t believe we are in 
a position to say that we 
approve or disapprove of 
the practice. Personally, | 
do not see why crankcase 
insulation should be any 
improvement over several 
of the other methods used 
in various parts of the 
country purely as a means of starting truck engines when 
they are cold. Actually, from past experience, atmospheric 
temperature can have very little effect on temperature of 
the oil in the crankcase after the engine reaches operating 
temperature. It would seem to me that there are other 
factors more important than crankcase insulation because, 
if engine crankcase temperatures are low, it is primarily due 
to excessive cooling through the cooling system itself—and 
sometimes the ventilating system is inefficient. Briefly, we 
believe that engine over-cooling today is a greater problem, 
possibly, than over-heating. 

“About the only thing we say on the subject of crankcase 
insulation is that “considerable study of crankcase insula- 
tion, as well as insulation of overliead rocker-arng. covers, 
valve compartment covers, etc., is indicating that’ ifsulation 
offers considerable benefit in minimizing blow-by. eontamina- 
tion and sludge formation in engines which are over-cooled, 
either because of design or from intermittent operation.” 


Insulation May Help When 
Engines Are Overcooled

“We have not had occa- 
sion to make a specific in- 
vestigation into the merits 
of crankcase insulation. 
Our information on _ the 
subject is based upon the 
opinions of fleet operators 
who have used such ma- 
terials in an effort to better 
control engine oil temperatures. Such information leads us 
to believe that crankcase insulation is beneficial in reducing 
the time required to raise the crankcase oil temperature to 
a reasonable operating temperature. It also appears to be 
helpful in cases where vehicles are stored out of doors in 
maintaining a higher than ambient temperature in the crank- 
case oil during over night-storage. Our information also 
indicates that such insulation does not materially increase 
the maximum crankcase temperature. Consequently, year 
around use of the insulation does not appear to present over- 
heating problems during the summer months. 

“The prevalence or persistence of cold engine sludge ac- 
cumulations, after more generally known steps such as 
radiator shielding, adequate thermostats, reasonable drain 
periods, adequate filter servicing, etc., have been taken, ap- 
pears to be a useful guide as to whether crankcase and valve 
compartment insulation should be considered. Our informa- 
tion indicates that crankcase insulation is not too effective 
unless the other steps enumerated above are also taken.”

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Tire Removing Tool 
by Roland Brunette 


Chair City Motor Express Co. 
Sheboygan, Mich. 


This tire removing tool, for tough ones, will 
handle any 20-in. rim on spoke or Budd type 
wheels. It is light in weight and doesn’t have to 
be anchored to the floor. 


Tire and rim are placed on the frame No. 3, 
and the pipe No. 1 is placed in pipe No. 2 and 
held by pin No. 8. Handles No. 5 are placed in 
the slot in the pipe No. 1 and held by pin No. 7. 
The bars No. 4 are placed on the tire next to the 
rim, and force is applied by one or two men at 
the ends of the levers, moving around the cir- 
cumference of the tire each time. 


The base is made up of four uprights fashioned 
from 44 x l-in. strap iron cut into 8-in. lengths. 
These pieces are bent to fit the rim as shown and 
are braced to the center pipe with strap irons. 
so that the rim can be fit securely over the base. 
The center plunger is a 134-in. pipe 18 in. long 
which iits into the 2-in. gas pipe base center. A 
collar is welded at the middle portion of the 
plunger to serve as a rest when the handles are 
up. The pin beneath the base acts as a fulcrum 
so that pressure is applied through the handles 
to the outriggers. Handles are made of 44 x 1-in. 
strap iron 36 in. long. Distance from the center 
plunger joint to the outrigger mounting is 12 in. 
Outriggers are made of the same type strap iron 
and are 12 in. long, rounded at the tip to make a 
good contact with tire bead.

2. Chevrolet Brake 


Inspection 


by J. N. Pierce 
Los Angeles, Cal. 
General Paint Corp. 


Chevrolet 114 and 2-ton trucks do 
not have a brake inspection hole on 
the rear backing plates, and it is 
sometimes inaccurate to check front 
wheels to determine whether others 
need relining. 

To eliminate time and expense I 
drill a 5/16-in. hole in the front sec- 
tion of the backing plate in line with 
the front brake shoe.

3. File and Driver Rack 
by Frank P. Coulomb 
Inglewood, Cal.

7. Cleaning Carburetors 
by Lynn F. Snoddy 
Andress-Hanna, Inc. 

Shreveport, La. 

The presence of water for any 
length of time in die cast or “pot 
metal” carburetors sets up a chemical 
action which builds up deposits of 
corrosion that often ruins a carbure- 
tor. It is often possible to salvage 
an otherwise good carburetor if this 
deposit can be removed. 

Here’s how I often do this: Blow 
and scrape as much of the corrosion 
as possible, then plug all threaded 
holes, using discarded jets and plugs 
for this purpose. Plece the carburetor 
on the floor and fill to the height of 
the corrosion with a mild solution of 
sulphuric acid (battery acid). The 
stronger the acid the quicker it will 
disolve the corrosion, but a strong 
solution must be watched closely to 
prevent damage to the carburetor, a 
strength that will not quite float the 
hydrometer will clean an average 
float chamber in about twenty min- 
utes. Rinse free of acid with water 
and remove the old plugs after which 
the parts can be put in the carburetor 
cleaner for further cleansing.

GM Muffler Progress 


Longer muffler life at lower cost may 
result from experimental work at Gen- 
eral Motors Research Laboratories. The 
engineers there have developed a meth- 
od of dip-coating completely formed 
steel parts with a thin coating of 
aluminum. GMC Truck & Coach Div. 
has tested mufflers and tailpipes of the 
aluminum dipped type and find that 
they-last three times as long as regular 
untreated steel mufflers. Although cost 
is more, it is not as high as that of 
corrosion resistant mufflers made from 
steel with an overlay of aluminum sheet. 
The dipped mufflers also have the ad- 
vantage of being coated inside and out. 
The biggest problem is to get suppliers 
to install the necessary equipment to 
perform the aluminum dipping oper- 
ation. 


Torque Converter Delayed 


Plans by one large truck manufac- 
turer to install a torque converter on a 
door-to-door delivery truck (CCJ, Sept., 
p. 27) have been delayed. Latest in- 
formation indicates that the automatic 
drive will not be offered until sometime 
text year, probably March or April. 
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More Bonded Brakes 


Watch for Chevrolet to extend bonded 
brake linings through’ its entire truck 
line before too long. The company al- 
ready uses bonded linings on models 
up to and including one ton. Other 
companies may use bonded brakes if 
and when brake suppliers install the 
necessary manufacturing equipment. 
Both Chevrolet and Dodge manufacture 
their own bonded brakes at present. A 
new process which greatly speeds up 
curing and reduces the amount of equip- 
ment requitedshas been offered to man- 
ufacturers and may speed the adoption 
of the bonded linings through the rest 
of the industry. 


IHC Goes Valve-In-Head 

An authoritative report says that 
when International Harvester announces 
its models before the end of this year 
all engines in the new line will be of 
valve-in-head type. The move empha- 
sizes the shift of the industry to over- 
head valve engine in line with the trend 
toward higher compressions. 


RR Unions Join Lobbies 

Railroad unions are joining the pres- 
sure campaign against the trucking in- 
dustry. They are planning to lobby in 
state legislatures for laws which would 
limit transportation by highway trucks 
of “excessively” large amounts of gaso- 
line and other explosive material. It 
also is reported that the unions will 
demand much stricter enforcement of 
state laws against overloading of trucks. 


FTC May Upset Discounts 


Fleet suppliers who buy truck tires 
in large quantities at favorable dis- 
counts may be affected by a proposed 
FTC ruling. The proposed regulation 
would fix a maximum of 20,000 lb as 
the amount on which quantity discounts 
would be allowed by the manufacturer 
to the dealer. The ruling would apply 
only to replacement tires and tubes. 
Upon the complaint of small business, 
FTC says that it found a difference of 
38.5 per cent between the smallest and 
the largest dealers in their buying price 
from the manufacturer. If the large 
quantity discounts were to be elimi- 
nated, it would narrow the spread be- 
tween the large volume retailer’s cost 
and the list price thereby reducing the 
discount to fleet buyers. Interested 
parties have until Nov. 18 to file objec- 
tions with FTC. 


Bigger Tandem Spread 


One of the larger trailer manufac- 
turers is doing some experimental work 
in regard to axle spacing to take ad- 
vantage of weight laws in certain states. 
The principle idea is to move the tan- 
dem axles further apart which would 
permit hauling heavier loads. 


Million Trucks in the Bag 


Truck production is certain to go 
over a million units this year despite 
forecasts a few months ago it would do 
well to reach that figure. Up to Oct. 15, 
total production stood at about 950,000 
trucks leaving about 24% weeks of nor- 
mal week production to reach the mil- 
lion mark. Manufacturers generally 
were thought to have enough steel to 
run through October and unless the 
industry should close down tight for the 
rest of the year, a highly unlikely pros- 
pect, the total should go to somewhere 
in the neighborhood of 1.1 million for 
1949. A year ago, by Oct. 15 the indus- 
try had turned out 1,108,793 units. 

Sales also were lagging considerably 
behind last year for the first eight 
months of 1949, although there was a 
definite upward trend in August and 
September. For the first eight months 
of this year, factory sales stood at 711,- 
663 or nearly 86,000 units behind the 
same time a year ago. During the last 
four months of this year the industry 
would be required to average only 73,- 
000 sales a month to exceed a sales 
market in this country of 1 million 
units. It should be easy to maintain 
such an average unless there is a pro- 
longed stoppage caused by strikes, be- 
cause the lowest month so far this year 
was May, with more than 75,000, and 
sales have been running consistently 
between 85,000 and 95,000 a month.

Trucks Figure High in Arms Program . . . Report Ready on Federal 
Transportation Policies . . . Federal Vehicle Taxes Exceed Expendi- 
tures by a Billion . . . Carriers Get Mobile Radio Licenses 


Trucks for Europe 


Military trucks, prime movers, trail- 
ers, and spare parts will loom large in 
the recently-approved $1.3 billion pro- 
gram of arms aid for Western Europe 
and other nations friendly to the United 
States. At this time, however, it is im- 
possible to tell exactly what quantities 


of automotive equipment will be shipped. 


For example, while initial appropria- 
tion requests indicated $327 million for 
vehicles and $100 million for spare 
parts, it has not yet been determined 
how much of this will come from re- 
serve stocks of the Army. Repaired ma- 
terial from reserve stocks will figure in 
the program. Funds for this material 
will be used by the Army to replace the 
reserve stocks with new equipment. 
There will also be substantial new pro- 
curement for direct shipment overseas. 

Automotive vehicles are also certain 
to be shipped without many extras. Dur- 
ing hearings on the appropriation, sev- 
eral members of Congress warned that 
gadgets not necessary for national de- 
fense purposes would not be tolerated. 


Commerce Study On Time 

The Commerce Dept.’s report on its 
survey of Federal transportation policies 
will be delivered to President Truman 
by the Dec. 1 deadline set by Mr. Tru- 
man when he requested that the job be 
undertaken. Under the direction of 
Ralph Hetzel, Commerce Dept. officials 
have been assembling information from 
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all agencies concerned with transporta- 
tion problems. 

While fears have been expressed that 
the report might contain recommenda- 
tions relating to transportation sub- 
sidies and eventual nationalization of 
transportation, it is not expected that 
these points will be a subject of the 
document. 


Senate Study Progress 

All-time collections of federal motor 
vehicle taxes have exceeded federal 
highway expenditures by slightly over 
$1 billion. During the period 1940- 
1948, highway users paid $3 billion 
more in Federal, state and local motor 
vehicle taxes than was expended on the 
highways. These are two of the prin- 
cipal statements of fact contained in a 
progress report from Sen. Myers, Dem., 
Pa., chairman of the Senate Commerce 
Subcommittee which is investigating 
domestic land transportation. 

Sen. Myers also announced that the 
first, or fact-finding, phase of the in- 
vestigation has been almost completed. 
The second phase, scheduled to get 
underway next January, will consist of 
public hearings in which representa- 
tives of transportation studies, of trade 
associations, shippers, and of various 
government agencies will appear. 

Sen. Myers pointed out that the large 
expenditures of public funds for the 
development of various kinds of trans- 
portation as tabulated by the committee 


staff raise several questions for the 
Committee’s consideration. Among 
these he included: “How much of these 
expenditures can be classed as a sub. 
sidy? Have the various users been pay. 
ing their fair share of this cost? Does 
cheaper means of transportation result- 
ing from public expenditures reflect 
lower cost to the consumer? Has this 
expenditure caused an unjust discrimi- 
nation as between various means of 
transportation?” 

The committee staff has been en- 
gaged in assembling and developing on 
a national basis all available informa- 
tion regarding the revenues, expenses, 
taxes, investment and rate of return 
upon the investment of each type of 
carrier. Other subjects being studied 
include the relationship of wage levels 
between the different types of carriers 
and the current cost of living, the role 
of government generally in the field of 
transportation, and the adequacy or in- 
adequacy of existing governmental 
agencies to provide the nation with an 
efficient, economical, and _ integrated 
transportation system. 


World Agreement Pending 
on Various Load Limits 

The United Nations World Confer- 
ence on Road and Motor Transport, 
meeting in Geneva, has completed a 
new treaty on road traffic. While this 
treaty, still to be ratified by the 21 
signatory nations, covers primarily auto- 
mobile traffic, several annexes to the 
treaty are of extreme significance to the 
trucking industry, according to H. H. 
Kelly, of the State Department’s Office 
of Transport and Communications, a 
delegate to the conference. 

The most important of these annexes 
relates to sizes and weights. The maxi- 
mum axle load in the new treaty was 
fixed at 8 metric tons or 17,600 lb, 
slightly under the 18,000-lb limit, ad- 
vocated by the American Association of 
State Highway Officials, which has 
stirred up so much controversy in this 
country. Three Western European na- 
tions held out for their current legal 
limit of 13 metric tons per axle, a figure 
which the American experts regarded 
as completely unrealistic. Unanimous 
agreement was finally reached on the 
8-ton load limit. Regional agreements 
calling for greater loads, up to 13 
metric tons, are permitted. However, 
international road specifications are not 
expected to provide bridges and other 
structures to support these loads. 

Gross weight for any vehicle or com- 
bination of vehicles is fixed by a table 
based on distance between axles, as 
suggested by American delegates. The 
range of weights in this table is from 
32,000 to 80,360 Ibs.

A statement issued 
by the conference shows that of the di- 
verted monies raised through gasoline 
taxes and registration fees, some $97 mil- 
lion went to state general funds; $41 mil- 
lion to county and local funds; $45 million 
for education and another $6 million for 


other purposes ranging from mosquito con- 
trol to harbor improvement. In New York 
state upwards of $71 million paid in high- 
way use taxes was not spent for highway 
purposes, almost half of all highway use 
taxes paid there, the Conference indicated. 


AUGUST FREIGHT HAULS UP 


Freight volume transported by motor 
carriers in August increased 17.8 per cent 
over July and 5.9 per cent over August, 
1948, the Department of Research, Ameri- 
can Trucking Associations, Inc., reported. 
Volume in July, however, had dropped 8.4 
per cent below June and 1.3 per cent 
under July, 1948.

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EDITORIAL COMMENT by BART RAWSON - EDITOR

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What is the Price of Good (and Bad) Fleet Maintenance? 


UST one of the many things that kept members step- 

ping at the annual convention of the American Transit 
Association in Atlantic City last month, was a free treat 
to three rather unusual movies. As box office attractions 
they would probably be rated by Hollywood experts as 
destined for the “C” circuits, but as industrial “shots” 
they were top drawer. The bus and truck operators in 
attendance watched in silent fascination. 

Each of the films recorded scenes of sheer glamour, 
coupled with ultra-modern maintenance efficiency, at 
brand new bus shops. E. Powell Smith of Delaware Coach 
Co. was first on the podium describing a film tour through 
the new building of Southern Pennsylvania Bus Co. at 
Chester, Pa. He was followed by Lewis W. Bailey of San 
Antonio Transit Co., and Randolph Whitfield of Georgia 
Power, each depicting mouth-watering scenes of their 
new plants in the sunny South. 

When the shows were over the floor was thrown open. 
The questions sounded a familiar note. “How much did 
they cost?” When the answers came back ranging from 
$800,000 to $114 million, the gasps were audible. The 
costs per square foot, incidentally, ranged from $9.40 to 
$13.00. A bus man near us said: “That’s just fine, but 
right now it’s all we can do to keep our figures in the 
black.” Later an operator of both trucks and buses com- 
mented along these lines: “How in the H . . . can we make 
enough money to build a million dollar shop like those?” 

Of course, the answers to these questions are obvious, 
even though there was not time at this particular session 
to get them on the record. Some of them would read like 
this: increased maintenance productivity; reduced main- 
tenance cost; ultimate cash savings above and beyond 
the price tags of the new buildings. In the case of bus 
properties the Public Utilities Commission would see to 
that, even if the particular property should not. In the 
case of truck fleets, the control would lie in that old 
American institution—competition. 

Nonetheless we came away wondering if far too many 
operators of both types of fleets—buses and trucks—have 
formed a habit of looking with envy upon their neigh- 
bors; of viewing with alarm the size of their bank bal- 
ances; of neglecting the cost of doing business with out- 
moded maintenance facilities; of doing nothing. 

It is, of course, obvious that not every big fleet can 
reise the capital for a million dollar shop, nor is the 
little guy always able to raise $50,000 for the shop he 
needs, even though he might establish positive proof that 
his maintenance savings, would offset the cost.

Fortunately, there is another approach—remodeling, 
either all at once or on a progressive, long range plan. | 
Recognizing this idea long ago COMMERCIAL CAR Jour. | 
NAL has in the past (and will continue to do so in the | 
future) passed along many practical ideas designed to | 
help fleetmen remodel their older quarters to provide 
modern maintenance facilities at minimum costs. We 
recall with some pride such articles as “Remodelled ‘Barn’ | 
Makes Modern Fleet Shop” by Jean Ray of Virginia 
Electric & Power Co. (March, ’46). In it, Jean told how 7 
his company converted two bays of an old trolley barn 
into a top grade modern shop for motor vehicles. A con- 
crete floor, some patching and painting, a new heating 
system and modern fluorescent lights were all he needed. 
To this he added up-to-date maintenance equipment.’ 

More recently, in a story entitled “The Old Gray Mill 
Ain’t What She Used to Be” (Feb., °49), Lewis Hankins 
of Hemingway Bros. in New Bedford, Mass., told what 
his company did with a 30-year old cotton mill. In brief, 
they ripped off the top five stories, put a new roof over 
the ground floor, added liberal quantities of paint and 
modern lighting, then proceded to fit themselves out 
with a modern departmentalized fleet shop that can stand 
its ground with most million-dollar rivals. Incidentally, 
we can’t resist quoting a paragraph from Hank’s story: 

“We had most of our plans established by the fall of 
that year when the special November, 1947 Show issue 
of COMMERCIAL Car JOURNAL came out with its 20-page 
feature, ‘An efficiently Equipped Fleet Shop.’ We im- 
mediately revamped some of our plans to take advantage 
of the shop layouts there and the final results are as 
shown.” 

We could name many more examples, including the 
Alabama contractor who wagged his*shop behind him, 
rolling it to whatever spot he needed it (Sept., 46) but 
we are not conducting a self-admiration party. We men- 
tioned these examples, merely to prove the point that 
there are many ways in which a fleetman can modernize 
his shop and thereby reduce his cost of doing business, 
without building a million dollar shop! When we see 
pictures like the ones shown in Atlantic City or when we 
read stories about million dollar shops (yes, we’ve had 
those too) we can always profit by departmental details 
even if we cannot incorporate the whole idea. Moses was § 
right when he carved out God’s words: “Thou shalt not 
covet thy neighbors’ house.” But there was no prohibition 
to envying and using the ideas that are incorporated with- 
in that “house.”

URGE AUTO EXCISE TAX CUT 


The National Highway Users Conference 
states it is urgent that any reduction jn 
federal excise taxes include those levied 
against the motor vehicle. Following a 
meeting in New York of the NHUC board 
of governors and administrative committee, 
a statement was issued saying some 600 
highway user organizations had signed pe. 
titions urging repeal of the temporary, 
emergency federal automotive excise taxes 
which amount to 1.25 billions annually on 
gasoline, oil, new cars and trucks, tires 
and tubes, and parts and accessories. 

Said the statement in part: “The emer- 
gencies that permitted these unfair taxes 
to go into the law are now long over. It is 
time these taxes were repealed. They must 
be considered in any plan of tax reduc.

Regular Common Carriers 


The Regular Common Carrier Group 
under the Chairmanship of Leland James 
covered the interesting and controversial 
subject of Industry Owned Insurance Com- 
panies. Sam A. Simpson, of Transport 
Insurance Exchange outlined his views 
on the subject and led a question and 
answer period. 

E. R. Jelsma, of the Senate Interstate 
Commerce Committee, discussed national 
transportation problems of interest to fleet- 
men. He emphasized that our present 
national transportation policy was_ both 
sound and comprehensive, but that there 
was a difference of opinion on the admin- 
istration and implimentation of this policy. 
Our national policy is couched in terms 
too broad to be of effective value, he said, 
and more explicit provisions in the terms 
of the Act would be necessary to effectuate 
the aims. 

The subject of Terminal Studies received 
particular attention, interest of the group 
indicated that a manual on terminal opera- 
tions, specifications and procedures would 
be forthcoming when interested companies 
underwrite the cost of further studies and 
the cost of publication. W. W. Callan, of 
Central Freight Lines, showed how a study 
of his freight handling methods by expert 
consultants had saved time and money 
for his company. Other fleetmen with 
similar terminal problems agreed that a 
scientific study of methods and facilities 
had more than paid for the cost of the 
analysis. It is expected that the new 
manual under consideration will be val- 
uable to a great many companies.

same annex are very close to U. S. 
standards: width, 98 in.; height, 1244 
ft; length of a two-axle truck, 33 ft; 
length of a two-axle bus, or of any 
three-axle vehicle, 36 ft; length of a 
tractor-semi-trailer, 46 ft; length of a 
truck and one full trailer, 59 ft; length 
of a truck and two full trailers, 72 ft. 
(This last measure would be barred by 
the AASHO recommendations. ) 
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Mr. Kelly hailed the acceptance of 
the American viewpoint on many of 
these subjects and pointed out that 
these principles “will undoubtedly have 
a profound influence upon the design 
and construction of both highways and 
vehicles throughout the world.” 


FCC Issuing New Mobile 
Radio Licenses to Carriers 


The Federal Communications Com- 
mission has issued the first regular 


licenses in the new Domestic Publie= 


Land Mobile Radio service to five com- 
mon carriers. 

Among the initial grants was one to 
the Lincoln Telephone and Telegraph 
Co., an independent operating in the 
vicinity of Lincoln, Nebraska, and 
others to the Black and White Cab Co., 
of Fort Smith, Arkansas; John M. Mul- 
ligan, Elmira, New York; Burk Radio 
Dispatch Service, Albuquerque, New 
Mexico; and Hawaiian Hills Communi- 
cations, Honolulu, T. H. 

About 141 associated mobile units are 
covered by these authorizations. The 
result will be that occupants of these 
vehicles will have telephone service, 
Some carriers will be able to intercon- 
nect with the telephone system, others 
will be limited to communication with 
a single fixed station. 

Currently pending before the Com- 
mission are some 212 applications from 
telephone companies seeking to estab- 
lish this service in }62 cities, and 182 
applications from non-telephone com- 
panies desiring to operate in 131 cities.
